After suffering through the Petraeus hearings, it’s time for 
Congress take responsibility for our sinkhole war. 


question proconsul General David Pe- 
traeus about the status the war was dis- 
turbing, almost embarrassing, experience. 

It was as if the unspoken but acrid truth 
that this war was a huge mistake and a 
terrible waste had so permeated every crev 
ice of Capitol Hill that the air in the hear- 
ing room was noxious with futility.

So it’s a 
little disconcerting to hear that the actor who played him, 
Michael Imperioli, will be driving his band, La Dolce Vita, 
up to Bill’s Bar this Friday for their first-ever 
Boston gig in his own SUV. Imperioli laughs 
when I tell him of my fears over the phone, 
“Yeah, | just started driving a year ago.

Imperioli started the band about two 
years ago with bassist Elijah Amitin and 
drummer Olmo Tighe and says they’ve 
played about 20 shows, mostly around New 
York. A couple of rough-mix mp3s reveal a 
not-bad power-punk trio featuring Imperi- 
oli's guitar and vocals. He grew inspired by 
te the likes of Lou Reed, Patti Smith, Televi- 
sion, and the New York Dolls. 
> he got to New York to study acting in the 
early "80s, he was following the alt-rock of 
the time: the Smiths, the Pixies, Echo and 
the Bunnymen. 
“New York was in a very fertile time for 
artists, and there was lot cross- 
wea pollination between disciplines,” he says. 
“John Lurie was a musician who started act- 
ing in movies. Jean-Michel Basquiat and Vin- 
cent Gallo were in a band together.” For Im- 
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other projects — acting, screenwriting, and 
producing plays at the off-Broadway theater 
he owns with his wife, Victoria. “Performing live is always 
exciting to me — on stage as an actor or musician.” 
Imperioli earned an Emmy for his work on season 
five of The Sopranos, when Christopher discovers that his 
girlfriend, Adriana (Drea de Matteo), is an informer.

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“When we were doing it, I realized that I could pretty much 
go as far emotionally as I wanted, because it was a scene 
that would hold pretty much anything.

We both did in that 
moment.” 

Did that make it easier? “It was easy 
in its approach, but in its execution 
it’s hard to keep that going.” So what 
is difficult, acting-wise? “Playing 
drunk. It’s hard to do that convinc- 
ingly. It’s harder than playing high. 
Drunk is tricky.” 

Imperioli recently finished 
work on Peter Jackson's adapta- 
tion of Alice Sebold's best-seller 
The Lovely Bones. And he begins 
shooting his own low-budget 
indie feature, The Hungry Chost, 
from his own script, on May 19, 
with, among others, two former 
Sopranos cast-mates, Steven Schir- 
ripa (Bobby “Bacala”) and Sharon Angela 
(Rosalie Aprile). 

As for the band, Imperioli, 42, doesn’t see 
himself taking off on six-month tours — maybe 
eight- or nine-day jaunts like the one that will 
bring La Dolce Vita to Bill's. After all, he and 
his wife have three kids, and he does have an- 
other career.

Danny Schechter’s bid for media reform 


A year after releasing his remarkably pre- 
scient film on the then-nascent financial 
crisis, In Debt We Trust: America Before the Bubble 
Bursts, veteran progressive journalist Danny 
Schechter finally made it onto CNBC. A 
CNBC reporter is trying to interview activ- 
ists protesting the bailout of Bear Stearns. 
She's not having much luck. Suddenly 
Schechter moves into the frame. 


Lunch. So has he been invited on to 
talk about his film? Well, no. “It’s very 
frustrating, because you become like 
Chicken Little, or the little boy who 
cried wolf. ‘The sky is falling.’ People 
think you're a nut,” he says. “And then 
the sky starts falling.” 

Although these days Schechter may 
find it easier to speak his mind on the 


“My hunch is what I'm saying now 
will never make air on CNBC because 
you're only interested, you're only re- 
ally interested, in the people at the 
top, which is your elite audience,” 
Schechter tells her. “You're not inter- 
ested in the people who are actually 
suffering in this story.” (You can see 
the tape on YouTube by searching for 
“News Dissector Takes on CNBC.”) 

Schechter was wrong. He says he 
later saw a few clips of the confronta- 
tion on CNBC’s midday show, Power 


BBC and Iranian television (The Kazakh- 
stan Forum with Borat, he jokes) than in 
the American media, he will have a 
chance to get his message out in Boston 
next Thursday during an appearance at 
the Ford Hall Forum. 

“Basically what I want to try to do 
is assess,” says Schechter. “We're in 
the middle of an election, we're in the 
middle of a war, we're in the middle 
of an economic crisis. Kind of a tri- 
fecta of disaster.” 

For Schechter, a New York-based 


filmmaker, author, and blogger, this 
will be something of a homecoming. 
He got his start here as the “News Dis- 
sector” on the old WBCN Radio (104.1 
FM) back in the '7os, when the station 
was independent outlet that cel- 
ebrated radical politics along with sex, 
drugs, and rock and roll. 

“I'm still going, I’m still trying,” he 
says. “Either because I’m insane and 
can't read the writing on the wall, or! 
don’t want to.”

WBZ-TV4 announced this past week 
that long-time sports anchor Bob Lobel 
and veteran arts-and-entertainment 
anchor Joyce Kulhawik will be among 
the 30-plus employees lose their jobs 
in the station’s latest round of layoffs 
and buyouts. Some reports are already 
speculating that WBZ's 
number-two sports an- 
chor, Steve Burton, will 
be tapped to fill Lobel’s 
shoes, but Kulhawik is 
the last her kind, the 
and Boston. 
Kulhawik began cover- 
ing the Boston arts scene 
for WBZ in 1981. Others 
soon followed: Dixie 
Whatley at WCVB-TVs, 
Sara Edwards at WHDH- 
TV7. and Naamua Delaney 
at WFXT-TV2s. As late 
"gos budget cuts turned 
into layoffs, however, 
big-name A&E reporters were some of 
the first casualties. WCVB let Whatley 
go in 2001 (she’s still reviewing film for 
WMJX, but spends most of her time as 
an artist; some of her sculpture is cur- 
rently being shown at LAttitude Gallery 
Newbury Street), and WHDH did 
the same to Edwards in 2003 (she’s now 
senior producer/reporter for CN8’s re- 
gional Backstage with Barry Nolan). Delaney 
ended her four-year tenure in Boston in 
2003, and now works for cnn.com. De- 
tails of Kulhawik’s buyout, including 
her last day, have not been announced. 
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“There question that the qual- 
ity and quantity of television-news 
coverage of the arts has declined over 
the years,” says Jim Torres, director 
marketing and public relations 
Boston’s SpeakEasy Stage Company, by 
e-mail. “Now we are lucky to get Joyce 
in to see maybe three of 
our five shows each sea- 
son, due to the demands 
on her time, or the disin- 
terest the folks running 
the newscast.” 

At the Boston Sym- 
phony, managing direc- 
tor Mark Volpe credits 
Kulhawik with gift for 
storytelling, context, 
and range. “Joyce was 
one of the few people 
who could cover popular 
entertainment and 
equally comfortable with 
[Evgeny] Kissin, Yo-Yo 
Ma, [James] Levine, and an Opening 
Night at Symphony.” 

Without full-time arts report- 
ers minding the store, many news 
broadcasts now equate “arts and en- 
tertainment” with Hollywood gossip, 
not local culture. “We live in a society 
with such tremendous focus on pop 
culture,” says Boston Lyric Opera 
General Director Janice Mancini Del 
Sesto. “It is quite depressing.” 

Make no mistake: Kulhawik is 
no stranger to Hollywood. She inter- 
views the big stars when they’re in

town, and movie reviews have al- 
ways been central to her reports. 
(When Gene Siskel passed away 
in 1999, she was one of a rota- 
tion of guest critics brought in to 
work with Roger Ebert on his na- 
tionally syndicated review show, 
drawing serious consideration 
for the job that ultimately went 
to Richard Roeper.) But her pro- 
ducer at WBZ for nearly 20 years, 
Marji Borkow, says Kulhawik 
knew how much her coverage 
meant to the city’s smaller arts 
groups, and always made sure 
they got a seat at the table. 

“Joyce resisted the pressure 
to cover showbiz gossip stories,” 
says Borkow. “It was a balance.” 

Late Monday night, there 
was entertainment news 
WBZ. Earlier in the evening, 
however, WHDH’s Lauren 
Przybyl reported from Newbury 
Street, where Kate Hudson was 
shooting Bride Wars, one of sev- 
eral movies to be filmed here 
this year. Przybyl was waylaying 
fans there hoping to bump into 
the star — no doubt the first of 
many celeb-sighting assign- 
ments come. 

Bride Wars is the story of the ca- 
lamity that ensues when two best 
friends — gasp! — pick the same 
wedding day. Przybyl summed 
things up: “Yup, it could get ugly.”

Voice tor 
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the Voiceless 


“Where we come from we have a saying: ‘If you live in hell long enough, 
you get used to it.” That’s Mohammed Harba talking about his former life 
in Iraq, under Saddam Hussein's dictatorship. Harba never thought he’d 
be a free man, living in a democratic society. He only dreamed of such an 
existence. When he was chosen to come to America on a Fulbright scholar- 
ship, in 2005, that all changed. Since moving to Boston, Harba became 
the first Iraqi Muslim to study the Holocaust at Hebrew College, and is 
considered expert modern Arabic cinema (particularly the depiction 
of female characters), which he currently teaches as part of the first-ever 


Arabic class at Philips Andover Academy. 


Harba’s latest venture is another first, and one that, as an aspiring 
filmmaker and a former oppressed Iraqi, is near and dear to his heart: cu- 
rating the Boston Muslim Film Festival. Running April 14 through 30 and 
co-sponsored by Boston University’s Women’s Studies Program, Ameri- 
cans for Informed Democracy, and the American Islamic Congress, the de- 
but event is focusing on “Think-Different Women,” in which the themes 


of women’s equality and free expression are expounded. 


“We tend to forget women in that part of the world,” says Harba. “As a ref- 
ugee from Iraq, I know how hard it is to stand up and call for different things, 
to demand change. This film festival is not about criticism; it’s about hope — 
that we can someday create a civil-rights movement in the Middle East.” 

The festival will spotlight five films, all of which, according to Harba, 
celebrate independent women on the front lines of reform — women who 


challenge extremism and social taboos. 


One selection, Mrs. President, produced by Boston University Women’s 
Studies professor Shahla Haeri, profiles six dynamic Iranian women who, 
in 2001, dared to register as candidates for president in Iran, only to be 
disqualified by the Guardian Council there. (Haeri will speak following 
the showing.) Another, Shadya, a coming-of-age portrait, features Shadya 
Zoabi, a 17-year-old world champion in karate and a Muslim Arab living in 


the Galilee, a large region in Northern Israel. 


“The characters in this festival represent heroes who try to say some- 
thing different and remind people the real Middle Eastern Muslim 
world, culture and civilization that have nothing with segregation 
and oppressed women,” says Harba, who views the festival as a way to 
defy stereotypes as well as a vehicle to give a voice to the voiceless. “When 
you experience living without a voice, you can understand how frustrating 
and sad it is that nobody is listening to you, and I wanted to make these 


voices heard.”

A strong religious sentiment runs 
through American political rhetoric one 
that exists almost nowhere else in the 
world, even in nations such as Italy or 
England, where there is an official or unof- 
ficial state religion. Our tradition goes back 
to John Winthrop and the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony Puritans, who came here with a 
religious mission. Winthrop’s famous 17th- 
century speech (which Ronald Reagan was 
known quote) was America’s first great 
piece of rhetoric, with its exhortation, “We 
shall city upon hill. The eyes all 
people are upon us.” 

Ever since, the nation has looked upon 
itself as a distinctive experiment, blessed 
by Providence, and it’s remarkable how 
many great American speeches have 
referenced religion God. Our patrio- 
tism is a civic religion. Abraham Lincoln 
spoke the Almighty often, never more 
eloquently than his second inaugural 
address, when said the Union and 
Confederacy, “Both read the same Bible, 
and pray the same God; and each 
invokes His aid against the other.” 

John F. Kennedy, a secular speaker if 
there ever was one, ended his own inau- 
gural address saying, “Here Earth, 
God’s work must truly be our own.” And 
it’s coincidence that the greatest 
American speech the past half-century, 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s 1963 “I Have a 

Dream” address, was delivered theo- 
logian and structured like a sermon, with 
quotes from scripture. 


CHAPTER AND VERSE 

The key success orator 

and politician has always been how deftly 
he’s tapped into this tradition perhaps 
more effectively than has any other political 
speaker modern times. began with his 
2004 keynote address the Democratic con- 
vention, where paraphrased Lincoln, say- 
ing, “The pundits like slice-and-dice our 
country into Red States and Blue States — 
Red States for Republicans, Blue States for 
Democrats. But I've got news for them, too. 
worship awesome God the Blue 
States, and like federal agents 
poking around our libraries the Red 
States.” And that quasi-religious approach 
has continued both his inimitable “pul- 
pit” style political speechmaking, with its 


roots black church rhetoric, and his con- 
stant inspirational theme uplift, stressing 
how Americans need work together. 

What makes Obama unique politically 
how quasi-religious is; doesn’t orate, 
preaches, stressing “above politics” 
(heavenly?) solutions. His style especially 
noteworthy given that hails from the 
political party whose members tend 
ostensibly far less religious than their coun- 
terparts across the aisle. That, fact, helps 
explain large part Obama’s appeal 
Democratic voters, especially those who are 
new faith for a constituency that often lacks 
more traditional one. Perhaps not surpris- 
ing, many have remarked how Obama has 
attracted kind religious devotion his 
followers, unmatched any other political 
figure decades. 

Which brings back rela- 
tionship with Wright. nation where 
politics and religion are intertwined 
least rhetorically it’s never good idea 
intimately associated with those who 
spend lot time trashing either God 
America (which, to a good many Americans, 
are pretty much the same thing). It’s particu- 
larly inadvisable for candidate based 
virtually his whole appeal his ability 
kind quasi-religious figure who can 
purge our politics negativity and unite the 
nation common goal. 

Yet that’s exactly what has happened 
Obama. One can and Obama did come 


with litany good reasons why Wright 
have chosen his particular words. And 
one can again, Obama did make 
eloquent argument why the attitudes 
Wright articulates indicate need for further 
racial understanding. 

But what Obama will never able 
explain away why, all the people the 
world who could inspire him weekly 
basis, chose the one who was known 
to exclaim, “God damn America,” and 
preached gospel not particularly distin- 
nature. Alas, are judged the company 
we keep — as well we should be, when the 
company chief spiritual advisor. 

In truth, Americans are an understand- 
ing lot and can tolerate the thunderings 
the Wrights among us. Professors, proph- 
ets, and priests have hurled fire and brim- 
stone before, and now radio talk-show hosts 
the same. 

But political leaders our system, going 
back Winthrop, have different role: 
look elevate and inspire the body 
politic. Until now, Obama appeared uniquely 
qualified assume that role. After hearing 
his reverend preach, however, it’s an open 
question whether majority Americans 
will ever look him the same way again.

DiMasi’s sheep

“I 
look the board and see how the Speaker 
voted — and that’s how I vote.” 

This appears to be the governing philoso- 
phy, quite literally, under the State House 
dome during the reign Speaker the 
House Sal DiMasi. 

DiMasi’s overwhelming victory in the 
recent casino vote — in which only 34 of 140 
Democrats voted against his plan banish 
the bill for further study — was actually, as 


meager as it was, an unusual show of dissent. 


Prior to the casino vote, Democrats in the 
House Representatives had cast total 
just 567 votes in opposition to the Speaker in 
the current legislative session that began 
January 2007, according to a Phoenix analysis. 
average about four dissents per 
member, or one out of every 40 roll-call votes 
on bills, amendments, and rulings. 

That’s breathtaking decline even from 
the previous session, which saw nearly 3000 
instances Democrats “voting off,” it’s 
called the chamber. the session prior 
that, under Speaker Tom Finneran, that fig- 
ure was greater than 5000. 

The lock-step floor votes are only one 
manifestation of the lack of dissent, debate, 
en discussion in the lower House, as 
ed to the Phoenix by 
aides, close observers, 
and quite number 
Democratic legislators 


themselves — nearly all of whom, natu- 
rally, agreed to speak only with the promise 
of anonymity. Even members supportive 

DiMasi don’t want caught talking 
about this topic. Several members were quite 
specific about how generically the Phoenix 
must refer to them (no reference to the area 
of the state they hail from, any commit- 

tee they serve on, even their gender), 

and more than one insisted being called 
only personal cell phones, for fear that 
State House secretaries are snitching the 
Speaker about incoming calls. 

Floor debate is almost nonexistent in the 
current House. small cadre primarily 
DiMasi, House Ways and Means Chair Robert 
DeLeo Winthrop, Speaker Pro Tempore 
Thomas Petrolati Ludlow, and their 
staffs make all the decisions about legisla- 
tion moving through committees. Members 
often don’t even see bills until shortly before 
they are rushed the floor for vote, practice 
that observers say has increased significantly 
under DiMasi. Input from committee mem- 
bers? Forget it: this past week, when Ways 
and Means “voted” the multi-billion-dollar 
transportation-bond bill through the floor, 
they learned of it less than four hours before 
it happened, via an e-mail from DeLeo telling 
them he was releasing the (dramatically 
revised) bill in that afternoon's session, 
with the committee's (unsolicited) 

recommendation for passage. 


“There process other than the 
Speaker and his decisions,” says one well- 
connected State House observer. “You know 
it’s pretty bad when even lobbyists are com- 
plaining that the process rigged.” 

Why this sorry state affairs? DiMasi’s 
critics say runs tyrannical operation 
that buys acquiescence and punishes dis- 
sent. Members the outs so-called back- 
benchers who are denied positions respon- 
sibility and access the Speaker’s inner 
circle blame the suck-ups who toe the 
DiMasi line. DiMasi defenders accuse those 
back-benchers using the myth King Sal 
scapegoat for their own timidity and 
incompetence.

With very few exceptions, the Democrats 
in the state legislature find it all too easy to go 
with the flow, letting DiMasi run the show 
virtual one-man operation.

Seven members — Jennifer 
Callahan of Sutton, Thomas Kennedy of 
Brockton, Robert Koczera of New Bedford, 
Vincent Pedone Worcester, Joyce Spiliotis 
of Peabody, Stephen Tobin of Quincy, and 
James Welch West Springfield kow- 
towed and flipped their votes, Perhaps no s 
legs were broken, but something more than 
lofty rhetoric was work. 

The only thing unusual about this was that the kowtow- 
ing unfolded public.

Consider, for example, the recently passed bill exempt- 
ing senior citizens from local property-tax overrides. 
Conversations with legislators and staff suggest that mem- 
bers hold widespread concerns that the feel-good bill 
problematic — if not just lousy — public policy; the Senate 
appears unlikely to pass it. Yet only 15 Democrats in the 
House voted no, while 110 joined DiMasi in voting yes. 

They call this working for the team. Others call hiding 
behind the protection. 

The public image DiMasi controlling every committee 
action and every vote frees individual members from any 
responsibility. 

DiMasi keeps most controversial issues away from the 
floor allowing legislators take whatever position works 
best politically, take position all.

Or, as some suggest, the vocal dissenters have 
vacated the House. Most the once-numerous conservative 
Democrats have left the building since Finneran handed 
off the Speaker's gavel: Phil Travis, Marie Parente, Mark 
Carron, Edward Connolly, and Emile Goguen, to name a 
few, have either retired, passed away, or been voted out. 

Likewise, some the most vocal liberal members are 
gone. Marzilli and Somerville’s Patricia Jehlen have stepped 
up to the State Senate — with James Eldridge of Acton and 
Jennifer Flanagan of Leominster looking to join them soon. 
Michael Festa Melrose joined the Patrick administration. 
Deb Blumer passed away. 

According to some, the result is a broad ideological con- 
sensus among House Democrats, resulting far fewer dis- 
senting voices and votes. 

The exodus also has brought huge number newcom- 
ers: 38 of the current House Democrats were sworn in since 
DiMasi became Speaker less than four years ago. More turn- 
over coming this November, 

Those inexperienced newcomers are more vulnerable 
intimidation, some say and those willing speak 
have failed learn the procedural methods available 
them. “Too many members don’t understand the rules,” 
agrees Jones. “When you don’t know the rules, you infuse 
additional power onto the leadership.” 

As Jones concedes, the weakness of his Republican 
Party — currently numbering just 19 in the House — also 
strengthens hand, providing fewer potential 


cross-aisle allies for those opposing the Speaker. (GOP House 


members are also not rigid voting bloc, frequently split- 
ting from Jones issues.) 

In addition, DiMasi has benefited from the notable 
silence Massachusetts progressives who once railed 
against the same tactics when used Finneran. These so- 
called process liberals seem mind when abuses fur- 
ther their own causes. “It’s ‘damn that despot — unless he 
agrees with says one person who works closely with 
the legislature. 

But some DiMasi victories have come the expense 
Democratic constituencies, and the list of the aggrieved is 
slowly growing. 

Labor unions particular are now enraged the 
defeat the jobs-producing casino bill, for which they 
lobbied hard, but that was merely the very large straw 
their already heavily laden backs. DiMasi’s long-standing 
fiscal conservatism has recently seemed to tilt even fur- 
ther, into pro-business ideology, seen his stands 
corporate and telecom taxes. Several labor-backed bills are 


languishing committees, including the staffing-level 
Tequirements for nurses, which seemed the verge 
becoming law two years ago. 

Other progressive groups saw disturbing pro-business 
slant portions DiMasi’s expedited-permitting bill; the 
Massachusetts Coalition for Healthy Communities labeled 
“boondoggle for bond-lawyers.” 

Environmental groups also railed against that legisla- 
tion. They have soured on DiMasi, who, while pushing this 
year seen leader that arena, swept aside efforts 
other top legislators, including Marzilli, the issue. 

And it’s not just environmental groups who are worked 
over that critics call outrageous hand- 
out personal friend, developer Jay Cashman. 
Provisions that seem clear the way for Cashman 
start building wind turbines Buzzards Bay were first 
slipped into energy bill November bundled 
into “consolidated amendment” without any notifica- 
tion members and then into ocean-management 
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bill February. One State House insider calls “one 
the most outrageous acts seen years.” 

That, along with the inspector rebuke 
DiMasi over his role in a $13 million software contract, has 
some wondering what would take for Democrats the 
House speak against their boss. 

The Cashman giveaway prompted john 
Quinn take the podium rail against DiMasi. was 
one the few times that House Democrat has publicly 
carped about the process abuses that many them bitch 
about privately. Rather than back Quinn, his colleagues 
left him twisting alone the wind. 

Don’t expect too many outbursts like slow 
down the budget process, though, which DiMasi will speed 
through later this month. find many more those 
House Democrats quietly watching the roll-call board, wait- 
ing find out how the Speaker wants them

vertising when you have menu 
dedicated small plates and can name 
the restaurant after the concept? I suppose 
they could have named it Tapas, as an 
homage the long run the Spanish res- 
taurant Iruna, which formerly inhabited 
this space.

Small Plates serves meat and seafood, 
but much chef Jerome Picca’s creativ- 
ity shows vegetarian dishes. The 
menu all miniature dishes, other than 
the paella ($24 for two) and a few protein 
items that are priced both small plates 
and entrées ($11/$22). started with 
the warm and cold partager” platters 
($12 each). The cold one features roasted 
vegetables: red bell peppers, eggplant, 
zucchini, and micro-carrots. fresh goat 
cheese spreads easily some toasts, 
and marinated artichokes and wonderful 
olives sharpen the appetite. The warm 
platter is actually lukewarm, as it would 
served Italy, and features the quint- 
essential tapa: small slice potato 
omelet. There are also nice toasts, a red 
sauce describe romesco (though the 
menu calls muhammara, which for 
has have more pomegranate fla- 
vor), ripe brie, and winter fruits: Bartlett 
pear, plumped-up bits dried apricot, 
and fresh grapes. 


The chef struts some stuff with “warm 
squash ‘fettuccine’” ($8). Anybody can 
make spaghetti squash, but not everyone 
can slice summer squash into fettuccine- 
like ribbons, nor build thick-enough 
tomato sauce sell mock pasta. Veg- 
etable strata ($8) is based on similar thin 
Slices and features beets of different colors, 
jicama, and carrot. The accompanying 
“jal freze” sauce (we usually see jalfrezi 
Indian menus) is a beautiful green color 
with Indian spicing. winter napoleon 
($8) — since my visit it’s been promoted to 
spring napoleon two slices some- 
what over-fried eggplant and cooked, 
pink tomato slice, plus excellent tomato 
sauce. A baby-greens salad ($6) was really 
from the cradle. (At the two-leaf 
stage, these are micro greens.) Organic 
wild mushrooms ($8) are woodsy and deli- 
cious, mostly oyster mushrooms, with 
plenty mellow, roasted-garlic flavor. 

The meat and seafood options are quite 
tasty, especially couple perfectly 
seared scallops ($10) black sticky rice 
with caper berry which looks like 
undersize, unripe cherry the stem, but 
tastes like caper. Spicy grilled prawns 
($11) are lightly grilled, but they pick 
smoke and heat from chipotle seasoning. 
The version grilled lamb 
chops ($11/$22) two baby chops with 
some buckshot-size Israeli couscous. 

Picca previously worked New Or- 
leans, and he’s not afraid hot pepper. 
But lobster étouffée too spicy for 
the lobster meat. The rich sauce and im- 
peccable puff-pastry shell are probably 
better suited for the more strongly fla- 
vored crawfish typically served with this 
dish. Three tiny asparagus and some mi- 
cro greens round out another pretty little 
plate. The only item really doubted was 
the chicken satay ($8). The dip was the

EW YORK — On a midweek visit to 
the global city, just about any time 
year, you can sample stupefy- 
ing range of dance performances, 
not to mention dance films, dance 
history, and dance-related installation art. 
missed more things two and half days 
last week than managed take in, what- 
ever might infer about dance the New 
York vortex could have come out a different 
way if I'd reversed my priorities. 

One thing that’s obvious everywhere, 
however, the obsession with highly 
charged and technically refined physicality.

“In America,” says Chang po- 

litely, “it’s not really a . . . asystem you 
can copy. It’s a market. So if you let things 
happen, will like the United States.” 
doesn’t take much indict American health 
care — one or two statistics will usually suf- 
fice, or a single anecdote — but somehow 
the gentle clarity this observation more 
damning than a heap of journalistic anath- 
emas. one the officials who, 
the late was tasked with the overhaul 
the Taiwanese health-care system.

But un- 
like sloppy solo-acoustic takes 
Ray, these more fully fleshed-out demos 
offer insight into the band’s creative pro- 
cess, and they’re just the sort thing 
that hardcore fans love get their hands 
on.

own quirky sense humor and melodic 

gift that seems have been stamped her 
since, as the young Carla Borg in Oakland, 
California, she look lessons from her piano- 
teacher/church-choirmaster father. That 
probably also explains why Bley, schooled 
she is in the jazz-blues tradition, has a knack 
for American hymn tunes. 

Bley has had a long association with ECM, 
and last year she released The Lost Chords Find 
Paolo Fresu, a meeting of her quartet (includ- 
ing drummer Billy with the 
young Italian trumpet player. The lyricism, 
the humor, the elusive harmonies, the off- 
kilter Monkish melodies are all there, and the 
kind jazz writing that almost completely 
obscures the division between composition 
and improvisation. Sheppard and Fresu seem 
finishing each other’s sentences. 

why got Paolo,” Bley tells over 
the phone from her home near Woodstock, 
New York.

and think very hard about song form and 
specific changes and the history music and 
the history piano playing general who 
does it, what they’re doing, why they’re do- 
ing it, and how it.

Another maverick jazz composer, Bill 

Frisell, came through town couple 
weeks ago. Frisell’s music can seem reti- 
cent absorbed the now itself, the 
cyclical patterns over a sustained drone, 
the drift timelessness that 
nothing threatens happen. His work with 
858 Quartet would seem offer the same 
promise music inspired the painting 
Gerhard Richter.

Roberts bowing shrilly below the bridge, beat- 
ing the strings, and creating Japanese 
koto sound tandem with Frisell. 

Then fox-trot parlor ditty emerged, 
Scheinman taking sprightly solo against 
ostinato figure the other strings. There was 
break and then full-on swing-era jazz tune 
Charlie Christian’s “Benny’s Bugle,” replete 
with call-and-response, a shout chorus, and 
bravura Scheinman solo. Then followed 
country tune with some blues from Kang, a 
moving version Sam Cooke’s Change 
Gonna Come,” and Marvin Gaye’s “What’s 
Goin’ On,” Scheinman testifying with re- 
peated fast, catching phrases the end her 
bow. The coda was gradual dramatic crescen- 
do and decrescendo for the ensemble, rising to 
scary heights before subsiding and fading out. 

Scheinman may have been the MVP so- 
loist, but this was night where lead and 
comping roles, rhythm and melody, pizzi- 
cato and bowed passages, passed freely from 
player player string-quartet mode. Even 
Frisell, the guitar hero, seemed content to 
play orchestrally and, from time time, 
smile broadly. ©

Autechre loosen

It’s been three years since 


Untilted, and feels longer. But with 
Quaristice, Sean Booth and Rob Brown 

— who come to the Middle East this Mon- 
day have record that sounds dramati- 
cally different from anything they've done 
since 1997’s groundbreaking Chiastic Slide 
(all are Warp). Like all their work, Quar- 
istice exactingly constructed, but it’s less 
dense and byzantine in its structure than 
their more recent releases. The warm, 
analog textures and moments of delicate 
lyricism recall Autechre’s early work in 
the halcyon mid "90s, when they emerged 
the vanguard post-rave electronic 
music along with Aphex Twin, Square- 
pusher, and Plaid. 

With tracks averaging some three 

ninutes apiece, Quaristice disconcerting 
It’s all sudden shifts and juxtaposi- 
tions; each track focuses specific idea 
style, and single mood approach 
dominates. Opener “Altbzz” zthereal 
synth soundscape; the album slips quickly 
into jittery jabs oblique electro crunch 
“The Pic,” then clicks over into the out- 
of-phase rhythms “Lo,” and on, one 
quick cut after another, before wrapping 
with the endearingly quirky and oh-so 
atmospheric “Outh9oX,” which stretches 
out just over seven minutes. 

the studio, Booth and Brown labor 
over every bit and byte create their often 
complex music. This time around, how- 
ever, they adopted more fluid approach 
that allowed room for improvisation and 
jamming, approach that derived 


JAMMING time, Autechre favored improvisation over 


large measure from their live set-up. After 
the release Untilted, Autechre embarked 
unusually long period touring 
Europe and the US. When playing live, 
Booth and Brown warp and deform exist- 
ing material, mutating and developing 
into new tracks that bear few traces the 
original. With Quaristice, they extended this 
way working into the studio. Using bits 
and pieces of tracks they'd been playing 
on tour, they reworked the material in a 
process that they liken dub techno 
“versioning” track, but over 
a longer period of time. “This LP was the 
result jamming out ideas live the 
studio for about a year,” the two explain by 
typically terse interview, “and 
then spending six months editing down. 
No initial ideas or concepts, we just fol- 
lowed the trail where seemed lead.” 
The extended tour that brings them 
the Middle East this week began late Feb- 
the downstairs’ pitch black, 
with the sub-bass rumbling, will inter- 
esting to hear whether any even remotely 
recognizable snippets material from the 
new album emerge live sets 
run the gamut from formidable frustrat- 
ing.

But 
the Jones/James link can traced all 
the way back to pre-Clash '76, when 
the two aspiring glam-rockers (along 
with Clash drummer Terry Chimes) 
formed group called London SS.

dation for the Clash. 

And Carbon/Silicon are more than 
just exercise punk nostalgia. 
Although they’ve maintained low 
profile, Jones and James have been 
writing new material for the past five 
years. Last year, they self-released Car- 
bon/Silicon’s debut full-length, The 
Last Post. Jones, pasty pale 
and sporting thinning combover that 
brought Montgomery Burns mind, 


politely ignored the occasional request 
for the Clash tune “Stay Free.” wasn’t 
till the encore, a new tune called “Why 
Men Fight?”, that alluded the 
Clash, broke the tune down 
introduce bassist Leo “Eazykill” Wil- 
liams and drummer Dominic Green- 
smith and then sang few verses the 
Sandinista! single “Police Back.”
